Please amend the claims as follows: 
Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A toner comprising: 
a resin binder 

a colorant comprising a composite oxide of two or more metals, wherein the 
composite oxide has a BET specific surface area of 0.5 to 7 m*/g and a saturation 
magnetization of from hi to 40 W/k^»4fr*»'/te 



Claim 2 (Origins The toner according to claim 1, wherein the meta. constituting 
the composite oxide is Fe (iron) and a, _ one memher select* ftom me group consisting 
of Ti (titanium) and Mg (magnesium). 

Claim 3 (Original): The toner according io claim 1. wherein the composite oxide is 
contained in the toner in an amount of from 1 to 40% hy weight. 

Claim 4 (Original): The toner according to claim 1 . wherein the resin hinder 
comprises a polyester as a main component. 

Claim 5, (Original): The toner according to claim 1 , further comprising a, leas, one 
releasing agent selected form the group consisting of camauha wax, montan wax, candelilla 
wax and rice wax. 

Claim 6 (Original): The toner according to claim 1 , wherein .he toner has a volume- 
average particle size of from 3 to 15 um. 
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Claim 7 (Canceled). 



Claim 8 (Original): The toner aecording to claim 1, wherein me toner is loaded on a 
printing device with a linear speed of 370mm/see or more. 

Claim 9 (Original): A two-component developer comprising the toner as defined in 
Cairn 1 and a carrier having a samration magnetization of fiom40to 100 Am'/kg. 

Claim ,0 (Original): A method for fixing a toner comprising the step of fixing the 
toner as defined in claim 1 on a paper having ahasis weigh, of 60 to 150 gW. 
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
